Accordingly, independent claims i, 13, 33, 34 and 51 are deemed to be allowable. 
An of the remaining claims each depend directly or ultimately from one of these 
independent claims and recrte additional patentable matter, and are therefore deemed 
allowable. Thus, all of the claims are deemed to be allowable. 

Additionally, minor amendments have been made to clam, 5, 8, 11 and 12. 
No new matter has been added. 

Applicant reserves the right to pursue the claims as fled in the context of a 

continuation application. 

Applicant has carefully studied the remaining prior ar, of record herem and 
concludes tha, the invention as described and Canned in the present application is netther 
shown in nor suggested by the cited art.
